DOUBLE MYSTERY 
IN ROGERS PARK, 


Girl 11 Years Old Dies dross 
Brutal Attack in House; 
Her Foster Father Is. 
Tneonscious. - 


SIGNS OF POISON FOUND. 


Dr, Oliver B, Hart in a Comatose 
State, and Police and Coroner 
Take a Hand in the 
‘Strange Case. 


A mystery hangs over the home of Dr. and 
Mrs. Oliver B. Hart, 915 Lunt avenue, Rogers 
Park. : | 

An ll year old adopted daughter of the 
family, Irene Klatow by name, lies dead in 
the house, the victim of an assault and of 
drugs administered apparently by another 
person. 

Dr. Hart himself is unconscious and in a 
critical condition, as the result of morphine 
poisoning, supposedly self-administered. 


Evidence of a Struggle. 

The little girl, when @iscovered at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, bore evidences of hav- 
ing endured 4a struggle, her hair being matted 
and disheveled and strands of it having been 
pulled out of|her stalp. 

The police were ¢alled late in the afternoon 
and quickly | notified Coroner Hoffman and 
the office of the sthte’s attorney. The latter 
sent Assistant State’s Attorney Barbour to 
the housé and after a hurried investigation 
he ordered twp Rogers Park officers to re- 
main constantly at the bedside of Dr. Hart. 
The police believe that, should he recover, he 
could shed puch light on the circumstances 
surrounding the girl's death. 


From the Industrial School. 

The Klatow girl formerly was an inmate 
of the Illinois Industrial School for Girls in 
Evanston, but was taken from that instl- 
tution and adopted a year ago by Dr. and 
Mrs. Hart. Since that time'she had lived 
at their residence in Rogers Park. Her 
mother, so far as the policecould learn, lives 
in Austin, but her address is unknown to 
them. Two sisters—Hazel and Mabel Klatow 
~—who were placed in the Evanston school 
with Irene, are still inhabitants of that in- 
stitution. 


Girl and Doctor in House. 

Yesterday (morning the sisters went to 
Rogers Park from Evanston and after a 
short stay at the Hart house, actompanied 
Mrs. Hart downtown. . Irene 'was to have 
accompanied) them, but she complained of a 
slight headache and remained at home. 

Dr, Hart also was in the house, not hav- 
ing arisen for the day, when Mrs. Hart and 


the two sisters departed at 11 a. m. for the : 


city. 


Telephones to a Neighbor. 

The next word that was heard from the 
household wae in-the shape of a telephone 
message recdived at 2 p. m. by Mrs. Richard 
Cortis, a neighbor, residing at 921 Lunt ave- 
nue. After the, girl had become uhcon- 
scious, the doctor, according to polide be- 
lief, had taken a dose of morphine. 
He reached the telephone, secured tRe Cortis 
residence on the wire, and told Mrs. Cortis 
that he was dying and was unable to uhlock 
the, door of his study. 


Physician Called by Neighbor. 

Mrs. Cortis summoned Dr. Paul Hullhorst 
of 4269 North) Ashland avenue, who repaired 
at once to the Hart residence. 

It is understood that just before Dr. Hull- 
horst arrived, Mrs. Hart herself returned 
from her shopping trip. She found the doors 
locked. No one answered her ring, but after 
some difficulty she secured entrance. She 
started for her room, but as she passed the 
bedroom of her adopted daughter she saw 
the child lying but partly dressed across the 
bed. 

Mrs. Hart was alarmed at the child’s ap- 
pearance and her fears were further aroused 
when she found the girl was unconscious. 
She hurried to the doctor's study and found 
her husband. | He was on the floor and was 
unconscious. 


Hart May Recover. 

When Dr. Hullhorst arrived he at once tele- 
phoned for further assistance, He turned 
his attention then to the girl, whose condi- 

on he saw was the more serious. He could 
Bocern little indication of life, and two hours 
later the girl died. 

Dr. Hart’s condition was diagnosed at once 
as. the. result. of morphine poisoning, but ef- 
forts’to counteract this condition, kept up all 
during the night, were apparently of little 
effect. However,)at 2 a.m. a member ofthe 
family said they thought the physician might 
recover. 

The police were notified later in the aftgg- 
noon of the strange circumstances connécted 


sent to the coroner the state’s attorney's of- 
fice also was notified. Assistant State's At- 
torney Barbour was sent to the Hart home, 
and at his request policemen were detailed 
at Hart's bedside. 


Girl Had Been Attacked. 

According to the police the girl had ‘been 
assaulted and then poison had been admin- 
istered. Mrs. Hart, the police say, found 
the girl lying across the: bed in her room 
and the disordered condition of the room 
indicated a struggle. The rugs wére disar- 
ranged, the bed clothing in disorder, the 
girl's hair tangled and matted, and some 
of it had been torn from her head, sttands 
being found on the floor. The chil-d was 
clothed only in a night dress, with gtim's- 
takable evidences that she had been’ mis- 
treated, 

Dr. Hart was partly dressed when found. 
He is 38 years old.

Brooklyn Financier Sends Vene- 
muelan President a Challange. 


WILL SAIL wise HIS SECONDS 


Insists on Settlement of Orinoco Con- 
cession or a Fight. 


New York, Oct. 5.—[Special,]--The Vene- 
zuelan trouble over the Orinoco company’s

AUTUMN BRINGS ICE FAMINE. 


Shortage Develops with Continued 
Warm Weather. 


SMALL DEALERS SHUT OUT. 
Big Companies Need All They Have for 
Their Own Trade.

There is an ice shortage in this region 
and the thermometer hesitates to drop. Dur- 
ing the last forty-eight hours ice dealers, 
both large and small, have begun scurrying 
around on the lookout for surplus supplies. 
While the shortage, which the companies 
assert hardly will develop into an utter 
dearth or famine, has not come without a 
slight warning, the men who make the prices 
have been looking forward to the usual! chilly 
autumn. But the frost comes not to relieve 
the strain. 

In Chicago the small peddlers have found 
that the prices have been raised to such a 
figure that some have retired. They are 
waiting and ‘hoping for an opportunity to 
enter into their winter occupation of selling 
coal. They have gone from one dealer to 
another and, while by some they are told that 
they may have ice at the increased rate, 
by others they are refused any supply.. The 
large dealers declare that they will be lucky 
if they manage to last through the season. 

Tle scarcity is felt most generally in Wis- 
consin and Michigan. These states have

His Letter to Castro. 


Radcliffe’s letter was written in Spanish 
and a copy given to be published, so that 
the cables will take it to Castro if the regis- 
tered letter miscarries. The letter says in 
part: 

‘‘T am sure that a man of your excellent 
quality will assist me in locating these dogs 
of Ohio and Minnesota and the opening of 
their tunnels in Caracas, 

“I will shortly sail for Venezuela prepared 
to extend to your execellency the hand of 


“friendship, and trust that my cordial inten- 


tion will be appreciated, but notify you that 
in any case I can be ‘doctor of my own 
honor’ as well as of my interests, the of- 
fending party having these rights, which 
are always accorded In the countries of the 
Latin race, 

“ Should your excellency deny me the hos- 
pitality of four shores, I humbly inform you 
that I will nevertheless land on the Tacam: 
breakwater at La Guayra with my personal 
arms, but without.other escort than my sec- 
onds or other protection than 
my confidence in the honor and courtesy of 
the Venezuelan character.”

The most startling part of Mr. McCurdy’s 
testimony was made just before the recess, 
when he submitted a statement of his profits 
or the rev@hue from his contracts on the 
foreign business of the company. From 
1886 to 1902, while he was a member of the 
firm of C. H. Raymond & Co., the Metro- 
politan agents of the Mutual Life Insurance 
conmipany, his profits were $200,123. Undér 
his contract with the firm he paid one-half, 
or $101,561, to Mr. Raymond, and from 1893, 
when he left the firm, down to Aug. 31, 1905, 
his commissions were $1,05),267, making a 
total’ personal revenue from the foreign busi- 
ness frém 1886 to 1905 of $1,163,829.’ 


Has a Double Commission. 

_. During the period of his connection with 

the firm of C. H. Raymond & Co., Mr. Mc- 
Curdy, according to his own testimony. was 
receiving his share of the prcfits on the busl- 
ness of the Mutual Life Insurance company, 
written by his firm as the metropolitan 
agents. This sum Mr. McCurdy was unable 
to give any estimate upon, and later in the 
day. when Mr. Raymond was called, it was 
brought out that these profits to Mr. McCurdy 
amounted to $541.852 net, or after his share.

WOULD MEAN HEAVY LOSS

Department, Which Has 
Stood Sponsor.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.—[Special. 
Revelations of bribery and corruption in 
the insurance companies of New York which 
have been made by President McCall will 
lead, in all proba , to the exclusion of 
these companies Toresiny. and perhaps 
other European countries. : | 
It was learned today that in compliance 
with instructions from @Rerlin the German 
consul general in New York is sending full 
reports of the testimony which is being ob- 
tained in.the New York state investigation. 
Consular representatives of other huropean 
powers in New York also are advising their 
governments of the developments. Upon re- 
ports submitted by these officers Germany 
and other countries may take action. i 
The exclusion from Germany would mean @ 
tremendous logs to the New York Life, 
‘which has in force in that country -Insur- 
ance amounting to millions of dollars. It 
also would affect the business of the com- 
pany in other_ countries, because of the 
stigma cast upon its reputatiom even if those 
countries should fail to exclude it. 


Embarrasses State Department. 

The state department has been placed in a 
rather awkward situation as a4 result of the 
disclosures in New York. For years it has 
been persistent in its @fforts to induce for- 
eign governments: to authorize American 
companies to do business within their terri- 
tory, asserting that the companies were 
sound and safe and that their business ad- 
ministration was honest and in the interest 
of the policy holders. 

Upon these representations it usually has 
followed that companies have been admitted 
to countries in which they wished to operate. 
The New York Life Insurance company, for, 
example, gave the state department a great 
deal of tr¢uble. It and the Mutual Life and 
the Equitable were excluded from Prussia 
in 1895 fur failure to conform to certain stip- 
ulated methods. 
‘ The department protested against the ex- 
clusion, pointing out that in the case of the 
Mutual Léfe it had established a main branch 
in Berlin, invested $400,000 in the purchase 
of a building and had incurred large expenses 
in other transactions incident to the opening 
of a large business in a foreign country, and,, 
that in complying with other requirements 
which had been imposed it made a de- 
posit with the Prussian government of $500,- 
000 worth of Prussian bonds, representing 
more than one half of all its receipts from 


Prussian business. 
Readmitted by Prussia. 


Year after year the government urged 
upon the Prussian government to revoke the 
decree of exclusion against the company. 
During the later stage of the negotiations 
the New York Life admitted it had been in® 
possible for it to comply with the Prussian 
regulations, but insisted that it had made 
changes and improvements in its own sys- 
tem of operations and that it then could com-

Cusey, traffic manager for the 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger company, and 
one of the defendants who pleaded guilty of 
taking rebates from the railroads in viola- 
tion of the Grosscup injunction, again was 
a witness before Judge Bethea in the live 
stock suit yesterday afternoon. Mr. Cusey 
reappeared upon the stand to present some 
statements concerning the traffic in live 
stock, dressed meats, and packing house 
products of his company during the last four 
years, in response to requests of counsel at 
the time of his former appearance on the 
stand, 


Considerable excitement was aroused in 
court by the preliminary; statement made by 
Mr. Cusey, before giving his testimony. He 
declared that all the information was taken 
from the private books and papers of the 
company, and that he was unwilling to dis- 
close this private matter and did so only be- 
cause ordered to by the court. He went on 
to say that he claimed immunity from pros- 


of the officials .of the company through any 
disclosures of a criminal nature which he 
raight make. 
Refuses to Question Witness. 

Attorney Cowan, representing the plain- 
tiffs in the case, and whose witness Cusey 
was, immediately refused to ask any ques- 
tions after such a statement had been made, 
which left it to the railroad attorneys to 
bring out the evidence. Every ear was 
strained to catch the witness’ words as he 
gave his testimony, but the expected did not 
happen. Nothing incriminating nor sensa- 
tional developed. .He had the chance, too, 
because the court especially tried to find out 
whether the claims for damages, which the 
witness declared had been paid by the rail- 
roads, were bona fide or simply hidden re- 
bates. | 
“They are all claims for bona fide dam- 
ages, which our shipments suffered,” replied 
Mr. Cusey. It also developed that the Great 
Western had paid only about 6 cents a car, 
and the Burlington 10 cents a car for dam- 
ages.

Judge Bethea Defends the Press.

Lewyer Criticises the Newspapers. 
“Right at this point, your hokor,” said 
Chester M. Dawes, rising in his place, “I 
think it proper to call your honor’s attention 
to the fact that the public prints of this city 
have been giving wide circulation tu stories 
about Mr. Cusey’s testimony on a former 
occasion, which, [ think, your honor wil) 
grant, give an impression quite contrary from 
what Mr. Cusey intended to convey. I think 
your honor will agree that Mr. Cusey did not 
mention rebates in his testimony, but the 
stories in the press would give one the idea 
that-he had acknowledged the receipt of re- 
bates.

Judge Reproves Attorneys. 

Judge Bethea let Mr. Dawes finish his re- 
marks, and then he said:

IMPROVED SERVICE TO CUBA.

Illinois Central and Other Reilroads 
Will Inauguraie Fast Trains 
to Gulf Ports. 


In the effort to cstablish Cuba as a winter 
resort, it is understood that the fast train to 
be installed by the Illinois Central, to run in 
connection with the steamship service from 
New Orleans, will be put in operation Nov. 1. 
The Prince Arthur, the mammoth steamship 
of the Southern Pacific, will make its first 
trip in the service, waving New Orleans 
Oct. 18. 

The steamship company will increase its 


rates to Havana, effective Nov. 1, making 
the figures as foliows: First cabin, one way, 
$25; round trip, $40; second cabin, one way, 


$18; round trip, $30; steerage, one way, $12.50. 

To compete with these rates the Munson 
Steamship company, running between Mobile 
and Havana, has made a reduction. It is un- 
derstood that the Alton and Mobile and Ohio 
railroads also will inaugurate a special serv- 
ice to the Cuban capital. 

Officers of the Milwaukée and St. Paul and 
the Illinois Central railroads will grant the 
request of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers for an experienced oculist to ride 
on engines of those tWo roads to determine 
the condition of the engine drivers’ and fire- 
men’s sight.

TALKS RATES WITH PRESIDENT. 


Representative Townsend Outlines 
Measure Which He Predicts Congress

Her Unhappy Married Life. 


The princess obeyed her grandmother and 
duke of Hesse, to her sorrow. 
They were man and wife for seven years. She 
was high spirited, he was a man of sullen, 
querulous temper. 

They separated several times, and finally 
the grand duke insulted his wife so flagrantly 
that she-left him for good. Their divorce fol- 
lowed. 

The divorce left the grand duchess free to 
marry the Grand Duke Cyril, but. the czar 
refused his consent. Cyril went to Port Ar- 
thur at the beginning of the war and was on 
the staff of Vice Admiral Makaroff. When 
the battleship Petropavlovsk was destroyed 
on April 18, 1904, Cyril was on the bridge with 
the admiral. The admiral was killed, but 
Cyril, thrown into the sea, escaped with his 
life. 

Returning to Europe Cyril again sought the 
czar’s consent to his marriage to the grand 
duchess of Hesse. King Edward also urged 
the czar to yield. But the czar, guided by 
the atrict rule of the Greek Catholic church 
forbidding the marriage of cousins and di- 
vurced persons, was persistent in his re- 


fusal. 
Saved the Czar’s Life. 


There is one tragedy in this royal romance. 
The only living child of the grand duchess 
was the little Princess Elizabeth, the favor- 
ite niece of the czar. Early in 1904, while 
the little princess was visiting her aunt, the 
ezarina, in St. Petersburg, she died suddenly 
from pdison, the innocent victim of a plot 
to kill the czar. The Russian ruler was late 
for luncheon, returning from a shooting 
party. The little princess chided him as she 
sat down to the table, saying she was aw- 
fully hungry. The ¢zar passed her his own 
plate of iced oysters, She ate them and died 
in two hours.

“'The proposed school was a cherished idea 
of Mrs. Rand, who several years ago estab- 
lished the chair of Christian sociology 
in the Iowa college at Grinnell, which 
was filled by George D. Herron until 
he was forced to resign because of 
his socialistic teachings. During the four 
years preceding her death Mrs. Rand be- 
came closely associated with the most active 
workers in the national socialist movement, 
and the necessity of a school to further so- 
cialist education appealed to her strongly. 

‘Mrs. Rand was an intense and active abo- 
litionist before and during the civil war, and 
afterward became a steadfast adherent of the 
semi-socialistic teachings of Horace Greeley. 
Her husband, Elbridge D. Rand of Burling- 
ton, was in) warm sympathy with her ad- 
vanced thought.”

MAY. TIE-UP MANY YARDS. 


Union Officials Say Men Are Likely 
to Walk Out Before Tomor- 
row Night. 


With the apparent disappearance of hope 
of a peaceful settlement, announcement was 
made last evening that a strike among 
switchmen which would aim to tie up every 
yard of the Grand Trunk line south. of the 
Canadian border would begin not later than 
tomorrow.

Both sides are pre ng for the first big 
railroad strike since/that of the American 
Railway union in 1 The union has es- 
tablished general head ters at the Kaiser- 
hof hotel, where Grand_Master Frank T. 
Hawley will issue general ers concerning 
the strike. 

The railroad has redoubled its efforts to 
secure nonunion men in antictpation of the 
impending struggle. Agents have been sent 
to different cities to augment the crowd of 
strike breakers quartered at the Atlantic 
hotel. Thirty of them have.arrived here. 
Among them are. barbers, window washers, 
former street car employés, and general la- 
borers. 

James Connors, vice grand president ofthe 
switchmen’s organization, went over the line 
of the Grand Trunk to learn the sentiment of 
the switchmen. He sent two telegrams to 
Master Hawley. Both were from. Battle 
Creek. The chief executive officer of the 
switchmen declined to reveal the contents 
of the telegrams, but it is understood their 
general purport was that the men were de- 
termined to) strike and peace talk was a 


waste of time. 
Locals Voting on Strike. 

“Some of the locals already have voted to 
strike,” said Mr. Hawley. ‘‘ Others are vot- 
ing tonight, and by tomorrow night every 
yard on the line will have flecided. I do not 
see how a-strike can be avoided. We still 
have faint hopes of a peaceful settlement, 
but we have nothing on which to base such 
hopés. 

“It is our intention to give the railroad 
and the shippers full notice so that no meat 
or perishable goods will be lost as a result of 
the strike. Our cause is just, but we do not 
want innocent persons to suffer. 

‘The brotherhoods of trainmen, engineera, 
firemen, and the railway conductors qll are 
loyal to the switchmen. I do not expect 
them to engage in a sympathetic strike, but 
they also have demands that are unsatisfied 
and they may go out on their own account 
before the matter is adjusted. We don't 
want any sympathetic strike.” 

In addition to Chicago, where fifty switch- 
men in the Grand Trunk yards already are 
on a strike, it will next extend to the follow- 
ing places, affecting 200 men:

should not go into the matter from the side 
of the owner or the wealthy class alone, but 
should study all sides. 

Walter .L. Fisher, president of the Munici- 
pal Voters’ league of Chicago, advocated in- 
vestigation into the different waterworks of 
this country and Europe and also into gas 
plants, streét railways, and electricity. He 
strongly advised a small committee to go 
abroad, saying that a large committee of 
twenty-one or thirty would be looked upon 
as an ‘“‘ emnibus investigation.” 

Angus Sinclair, who had investigated mu- 
nicipal ‘ownership in Glasgow, when called 
upon for his views regarding the committee 
to be appointed, began to tell the assemblage 
of the result of his visit to Scotland. He 
had concluded, he said, as a result of his 
observation there, that where great enter- 
prise is desired individual effort is necessary. 
Without individual effort there is no prog- 
ress. “‘In Glasgow I was shown,”’ said he, 
‘that as soon as the municipality knew the 
amount of ‘coppers’ coming in each day 
they stopped improvement. They were 
afraid to use. money for improvements, 
and——’"’ 

Here Mr. Gompers interrupted the speaker 
and suggested that the meeting was not 
called together for or against municipal own- 
ership but to determine the committee. Mr. 
Sinclair did not continue his address. He 
was followed by Alfred Moseley of London 
who, after speaking on the advantages to be 
gained by an investigation, told the conven- 
tion that it would be best to have representa- 
tives of both views appointed. He also sug- 
gested that the investigating committee look 
into the system of government savings banks 
for the poor and also the banks of the mu- 


nicipal utilities.

The charge contained in the “ Letters and 
Papers of Nesselrode,’’ edited and selected 
by Count A. de Nesselrodeé, just published at 
Paris, against the famous Talleyrand, of hav-

| of Napoleon’s confidential reports and pa- 


pers, aided in this piece of treachery by 
Fouché, duke of Otrante and ministef of 
police of France, should be accepted witha 
good deal of reserve. For the Count Nessel- 
rode, chancellor of Russia, whose letters and 
papers are now being edited, wak, according 
to the evidence of contemporaries, more or 
less in his dotage during all that latter por- 
tion of his life which he devoted to his me- 
moirs and to the compilation of his papers. 

Moreover, there is abundant evidence of a 
far more reliablé character to the effect that 
the confidentlal papers and secret corre- 
spondence of the first Napoleon were sold at 
the time of his fall to Alexander I. of Russia 
by the former’s trusted secretary, Maret, 
duke of Bassane. Napoleon had confided to 
Bassano the duty of conveying these papers 
to a place of safety, preferably to America, 
where his brother, Joseph, found refuge for 
so many years. But it |s on record that the 
duke turned them over instead to the czar, 
and that they filled something like forty or 
fifty huge packing cases. They are. still 
among the imperial archives dt St. Peters- 
burg, and there the conviction has always 
existed until now that they were obtained 
through Bassano. 

Not that the great Prince Talleyrand and 
Fiouché,' duke of Otrante, were not capable of 


| betraying their master and benefactor, to 
: whom they were indebted for office, rank, 
and riches. But it is well known that Na- 


poleon towards the closing years of his reign 


| had become so convinced of their treachery 
that he took every precaution to avoid their 


being placed in possession of any of his se- 
crets, and still less of his confidential cor- 
respondence, 

It is queer that after the lapse of nearly 100 
years a controversy should thus arise about 
the question as to which of the statesmen who 
owed everything to Napoleon sold his con- 
fidential papers to the czar.

Vensel, on Its Way from San Fran-

Eureka, Cal., Oct. 5.—[Special.]—Lying on

The doomed vessel went ashore in heavy 
fog at daylight this morning, having lost its 
course in the darkness and stranded without 
warning to officers or passengers. 


fs All Passengers Taken Off. 

hile reports from Point Gor whi 
is thirty-two miles from here, anal mare 
. Cate there is a small prospect of saving the 
steamer, miraculous as it seems, not a single 
life was sacrificed. All of the eighty-seven 
passengers staid safely on board until a tug 
dispatched from this city could reach the 
scene early thisevening. Two immense haw- 
Sers were successfully sent ashore after the 
steamer struck, 

The steamer is holding together remarka- 
bly well. Point Gorda is considered a bad 
place in a storm, however, and rough wéather 
would mean rapid disintegration fora vessel, 
however staunch it may be. 

While it is not definitely known what pre- 
ceded the stranding, it is certain the steamer 
lost its course in the fog during the night. 
It struck just at daylight and at 9 o'clock was 
Sighted by Charles Benoli, who was passing 
near the beach. Benoli approached to the 
water's edge. As the vessel lay only a hun- 
dred yards off shore, he was spoken by the 
commander. A trumpet was used and Benoll 
informed that the stedmer was on the rocks, 
He was asked to go to the nearest point and 
telephone to Eureka fora tug. 


Passengers in No Alarm. 

The steamer lay with its. bow to the north- 
west and a slight list to the oceanside. It 
would have been a simple matter fcr the 
passengers to come ashore, but all pre- 
ferred to await the tug. Just before dark 
the passengers were transferred to the tug 
Ranger. | 
The steamer left San Francisco yester- 
day with passengers and freight tor Abloria, 
The St, Paul was at one time in the service 
of the government as a transport. It is 
one of the best known vesséeis safling from 
this port.

CLAIMED SHIP AS HIS OWN 


Government Officials, However, 
Fear They Cannot Check Ca- 
reer of City of Traverse. 


Gambling ‘on Lake Michigan was stopped 
temporarily yesterday when Capt. Stephen 
Jones of the City of Traverse was fined $500 
for violating a government marinelaw. The 
fine was paid.

Perry Tries to Evade It.

Capt, Jones declared he was the original 
purchaser, but that he sold it to Perry for 
$8,000. Then it was learned that Perry want- 
ed to transfer it to another member of the 
combine known as John Colby. When Per- 
ry learned that by not registering the trans- 
fer he was amenable to the taw, he hastened 
to the government building and denied that 
he owned the boat, and that there ever 
Was a transfer, although a short time before 
Capt. Jones had presented to Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Godman the bill of sale. Per- 
ry, when confronted with this, at once wrote 
out af quitclaim deed to any interest in the 
boat. 

This threw the burden of the fine on the 
shoulders of Jones. The fine was paid by 
Perry's attorney.
